Some of the reading passages are stories : others are pieces of information-scientific and general. The 
passages have been carefully chosen to suit the interest of the learners. . The language is Simple; difficult 
words have been glossed at the foot of every page and when necessary, figures have been provided 
to aid comprehension. a 


Exercises :

Exercises in each lesson include Comprehension exercises, Word Study, Language exercises and 
Composition. Several types of exercises have been provided in order to make learning more interesting. 
Elaborate instructions have been provided for each exercise for the teachers and learners., The purpose of 
these exercises is to give learners opportunity to develop required language as well as commynicative skills. 
Poems : . 

There are seven poems in the Reader. They are simple and interesting. They are for reading and enjoyment. 
Difficult words in each poem are glossed. Questions given under each poem will help the learners grasp the 
meaning of the poem easily. Teaching procedure has also been suggested for teaching poems. 


Scheme of work : 
Each lesson in the Reader can be taught in about 10 periods. Some lessons will need more Ens, some less. 
Suggested Classroom Procedure : 
Each prose lesson can be taught following the procedure suggested below : 
(i) Divide the lesson into meaningful units 
(ii) Present each unit with a suitable introduction (for e.g. a short anecdote) 


(iii) Ask the learners to read each unit silently. (Teacher can read the unit aloud only if he / she thinks that 
his / her learners are not able to read the unit on their own) 


(iv) Ask comprehension questions. (Teacher may have to ask more questions than those given 
in the Reader) 


(v) After all the units are over, the comprehension exercises given in the Reader, Word Study exercises 
and Language exercises can be done. 


(vi) The Composition exercise can be discussed in the class orally before they are done individually in 
the class or at home. 


This is only a suggested procedure. But what works in a class is a successful procedure and each teacher 


should be aware of it. This Reader has been designed with a view to helping the teacher in this endeavour.

12. PYGMIES OF AFRICA 


1. Pygmies are one of the original races' of Africa. The other races are the Negroes, 
the Nelosaharans and the Bushmen. It seems that there are about one hundred and the forty 
thousand pygmies in several parts of Africa. About twenty thousand of them live in the 
Ituri Forest alone. 


2. The Ituri Forest is a thick jungle? in the north eastern part of Africa. The pygmies 
of the Ituri Forest are not the same as «he other pygmies. They do not have their own language; 
they speak the language of the people who live in the villages near the forest. They work for the 
villages in the fields and earn their living’. They also sell the hone} and the meat they get from 


the forest for food and clothes. 


3. Pygmies true to their name *, are short people. A fully-grown pygmy man will be 
four feet and nine inches high. Women are generally shorter than men. Not only the people, 


even the animals are smaller in size. A pygmy 
buffalo will not be bigger in size than a fat pig in 
our country.
